REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant disagrees to the objection to the phrase "machine-readable storage device" since "specification discloses a computer- 
readable medium and identifies a number of examples including memory, memory devices, data storage device, and carrier 
waves". 

As applicant pointed out that the specification discloses computer-readable medium such data storage device. However, the 
specification and applicant do not point out what is a "machine-readable storage device". Therefore, the specification is still 
objected. 

Applicant argues that "A machine-readable storage device is distinct from a computer-readable medium. Furthermore, a "storage- 
device" would not reasonably be interpreted as conveying carrier waves" 

Since the specification as well as applicant do not point out what is "machine-readable storage device" is referred in the specification, 
examiner interprets refer "machine-readable storage device" is referred as "computer-readable medium" in the specification to 
exam. Therefore, claim 11-19 are still rejected under 101. 

Applicant argues with respect to claims 1 , 1 1 , 20 that in Golovchinskv "the search is based on target documents and not on the text 
reference in the source document" and Golovchinsky does not teach "searching for target document" 

This is not persuasive. Golovchinskv teaches identifying documents (target documents) containing a reference to a particular 
document using searching ([00181, [00771). Therefore, the search is also based on the reference to identify the target 
documents.
